A hearing on the injunction will 
b<* held in the federal court at 
Scranton on March 9. Both Gilbert 
and his attorney. George M. Walter, 
today said they would fight the pro­ 
ceedings in an effort to void the 
writ. 
Allege Disobedience 
Although no copy of the allega­ 
tions upon which the writ was 
based could be secured and the vari­ 
ous parties interested were hesitant 
about discussing the affair, it was 
understood that the temporary in­ 
junction w’as based on alleged in­ 
subordination and disobedience on 
the part of Gilbert. 
Col E. E. Davis, superintendent of 
the Gettysburg national park, who 
in December notified Gilbert to re­ 
frain from acting as a guide for 
reasons then given as insubordina­ 
tion and disobedience. 
Gilbert re­ 
fused to abide by the superinten­ 
dent’s edict and continued to serve 
as a guide. The injunction followed. 
This is the first time such action 
Tias been taken against a licensed 
guide, although injunction proceed­ 
ings were once taken against an un­ 
licensed guide to stop him from tak­ 
ing tourists over the battlefield. The 
federal court made the first injunc­ 
tion permanent, with the provision 
that the unlicensed guide be givert 
an opportunity to take the required 
examination. 
No Statement 
At the office of the superintendent 
of the national park. Colonel Davis 
would not make a statement. 
He 
was represented as taking the posi­ 
tion that this proceeding will de­ 
termine once and for all whether or 
not he is to have full authority over 
the battlefield guides.
